Medical mystery solved 

,ScientistS-believe they know how aspirin works ' 


■ BOSTON (AP) — More than 
2,300 years after HippocRUcs''ifoi- 
cd that people could rclidvc pain 
by chewing willow leaves, .scien- 
tists have figured out precisely 
how a.spirin works. — 

They found how the world’s 
most widely used drug gums up 
the body’s machinery for making 
prostaglandins, the natural chemi- 
cals (hat arc often to blame when 
people suffer fever, headaches or 
inflammation. 

The rescarcli^may have some 
practical use helping scientists de- 
sign better pain and inflammation 
fighters that are easier on the 
stomach. . . . 

Aspirin is one of the world's 


relievers. Willow 
Icavc.s contain a form of aspirin. 
The drug has been .sold in tablet 
form since 1899. 

For decades, scientists have 
been. closing in on ihc-mystcry-of- 
hdw aspirin works. 

Dr. Michael Garavito and col- 
leagues from the University of 
Chicago, filled in the innermost in- 
tricacies of this'proccss in a report 
in the August issue of the journal 
Nature Structural Biology. 

One rca.son' people feel lousy 
when they get the flu or strain 
their backs is that their bodies re- 
spond by making lots of honnonc- 
likc fatty acids called 
prostaglandins'. 


Scientists already knew that as- 
.pirin interferes with prostaglandin 
H2 synthase, the enzyme the body 
uses to manufacture prostaglandin. 

Last year, Gnravito’s team 
.showed.just-whaLthis-cnzymc . 
looks like — a crystal with a tube 
■running up the middle of it. Raw 
material passes thrdflgh the tunnel 
to reach the core of the enzyme, 
where it is transformed into 
prostaglandin. 

Now, the Chicago researchers 
havd shown whati aspirin docs: It 
blocks the lurincIrPart of the as- 
pirin permanently attaches itself to 
a specific spot inside the tunnel, 
where it prevents tbe raw materi- 
ols from getting by.

In the 1960s, Murphy’s Capital 
Cities, which owned a scries of tclc- 
vi.sion stations and newspapers and 
would merge with ABC in 1985, 
discussed an alliance with Disney. 
In 1984, soon after joining Disney as 
chairman and CEO, Eisner met with' 
ihen-ABC chairman Leonard Gold- 
enson about buying ABC before 
Goldcnson closed the merger deal 
with Capital -Cities. And sporadic 
talks between Eisner and Capital 
Cities/ABC oRictals took place over 
the past three years.

Gliiiton, Dol^ joust for upper 
hand in welfare debate 


BURLINGTON. Vt.'‘(AP) — 
Vividly outlining the partisan divi- 
sion on welfare, President Clinton 
argued Monday that a federal role is 
crucial to protect children while 
GOP leader Bob Dole said states 
• should decide. how 1o aid their own 
poor. 

In competing addressesMo the 
National Governors’ Association, 
Clinton and Dole both said success- 
ful .welfare reform had to include 
•broad flexibility for' governors to 
; experiment with work requirements, 

' time limits arid other changes. ' 

But while Dole, the Senate majors 
it)/ leader, advocated, giving states 
. virtually unlimited Iccway-iij spend- 
, ing fcd,erul money, Clinton said 
rcstrictions-arc- necessary to make 
sure children aren’t punished if the 
eeonomy turns sour. 

Clinton's speech was un effort to 
regain the initiative on the welfare 
issue and to make the case that he Is 
delivering welfare reform while 
Republicans in Congress haggle. To 
ihaiicnd, Clinton announced he 
would prohibit giving additional 
food stamps to people whose wel- 
fare checks arc reduced because 
tlicy refuse to lake Jobs. 

iHc also gave four states new 
waivers for welfare experiments, 
bringing to 32 the number he has 
approved since taking office in 
_ 1993. And he promised approval 
. within 30 .days if states seek addi- 
tional waivers for u. handful of 
selected ^cfo^ms^ including work 
requirements, time limits and con- 
verting food stamp money into sub- 
sidies for private employers who 
hire welfare recipients. . 

"All of these arc designed to pro- 
mote work and responsibility with- 
out being stifled by Washington's 
‘one sjzc fits all’ rules," Clinton

But 
efforts to draft recommendations for 
this year's congressional debate 
were stymied by the same partisan 
divisions that kept Clinton and Dole 
far apart. It &as much the same on' 
Medicaid, as governors ull but gave 
up hope of any bipartisan agreement 
on-a spending formula. 

Dole did get' a boost from 
Republican governors, who warmly 
embraced the plan he promised to 
bring to the Senate floor^atc this 
wcek^, even though he conceded he 
might be short volc.s. 

And in Washington four 
Republican Sun Belt senators said 
they had resolved a rift in the Senate 
over the formula for dividing feder- 
al welfare dollars among the states 

would enhance chances that welfare 
will pass this year. 

The backing of the governors 
gave Dole leverage against conserv- 
'atives who wanted to deny cash 
benefits to teen-agers who liave 
children out of wedlock, and to 
deny additional benefits to mothers 
who have more children-whilc on 
welfare. ' ' • 

Dole .said governors should make 
those decisions, and that he person- 
ally worried that such restrictions 


would lead to more abortions. Dole 
presidenti,')! rival Sen. Phil Cromm 
of Texas was among those advocat- 
ing the tough restrictions, and he 
• culled Dole’s approach "token wel- 
fare reform.’’ 

In a flash pf bipurtisanshijp. - 
Clinton applauded Dole for resisting 
"the extreme right wing” of hi.s 
parly on that issue. Clifiton.said 
tucn-ugcjTiothcrs should be rcquirol 
to live arhome and attend school - 
but that hcv loo. worried tliat deny- 
ing them benefits would lead to 
more abortions.

Dole's plqn would convert Aid to 
Families with Dupcndcni Children 
and some fcdcnil child enre and job 
Iniining programs into block grants.

Administration forecasts 
loWer-ttian-expected 


• BURLINGTON, Vt. (AP) — The 
White House said today that this, 
year’s budget deficit will be $33 bil- 
lion lower than expected, allowing 
President Clinton-tb balance the bud- 
get a year sooner than planned. 

In his midyear review of tlie federal 
budget, (he administration forecast a 
deficit of $160 billion in fiscal year 
1995. The figure is $33 billion below 
the estimate Clinton made in February 
for this year’s budget 
-Speaking to reporters aboard V\ir 
Force One, White Hbiisc chief of staff 
Leon Panetta attributed the decline to 
better than expected growth" in the 
economy, some technical rc-estimates 
in government expenditures and the 
spending cut bill tliat trimmed $9 bil- 
• lion from this year’s budget. 

The midyear review also states that 
ClwiMr^ now-, balance the budgclj^ 
ni/irycars, instead of.lhc^lO-ycar pre^ 
diction he made caller this year. 
Concessional Republicans have passed 
a spending blueprint that promises a 
balonced budget in seven years. 

Clinton whs- asked about the new 
figures upon his arrival in Burlington.

In Washington, Budget Director 
Alice Rivlin said the’shift in the bal- 
anced-budget target does not represent 
any concession by the administration 
with Republicans. Their budget, she 
sajd, still offers too large a tax decrease 
and it cuts spending too deeply, partic- 
ularly in Medicare and Medicaid.

Panetta said the main reason for the 
revised projection arc estimates that 
interest, rates will remain lower than 
had been' expected. He said that by Uic 
year 2005 the interest rate on the 91- 
day Treasury bills will be 4.4 -percent 
and the rate on 10-ycaf Treasury notes 
will be 5.3 percent. 

He said the new estimates show the 
gross domestic product will grow at 
1.9 percent in 1995 and then 2.5 pc^r-

Batt wonies governors won’t agree 


BURLINGTON, Vt. (AP) — Idaho' 
Gov. Phil Batt. expressed concern on 
Monday thdi his colleagues from 
across the nation fail to reach a con- , 
Hcnsus on key issues in the welfare ' 
reform debate and governors will lose 
their ability to inOucncu the outcome. 

After listening to both Democratic 
President Clinton arid Senate 
Republican Leader Bob Dole outline 
their opposing views before the 
National Govemors’ Association. Batt 
said it appeared the chief executives 
were also divided along partisan lines, 
Clinton called for maintaining wcl- 
.farc as on individual entitlement with 
the federal government setting eligi- 
bility standards while. Dole favored 
block grants to the state, which would , 
set both eligibility and benefits. 

The president said federal restric- 
tions were Deeded to make sure chil- 


dren do not suffer when state 
economies go sour and money is need- 
ed elsewhere. Dole maintamed that if 
states have to accept the consunints of 
block grants they need maximum flex- 
ibility inoperadng the programs. 

• Idaho’s Rqjubllcon chief executive 
said the governors also appear to be 
divided alonglhc same line. 

Tlic other major conflict pits the no- 
population states in the eastern 

part of the country against fast-growing 
states "such asjdaho in the West and 
Soutliwcst over how the block-grant 
money shouhT be divided. The fast- 
growing stales wan^t a greater share 
than they hove been getting to reflect 
the cost of ^wth and the no-growth 
states do not wont to give up any cash. 

"That’s a sticky problem, but I 
think it's headed towt^ a resolution," 
Batt said. "The no-growUi states real- 


ize they’re going to have.to'occommo- 
date us on something." '-• - 

"But the question of whether or not 
we have no strings is sUll'to be deter- 
mined,’' he said. “Whether or not wc 
can get an exact definition of who will 
set the standards is problematic." 

And.Batt fears the best that can be 
agreed to by all thc'govcmors will be 
a general statement about the concepts 
of welfare reform — a statement 
believes will have little impact on the 
actual resolution of the debate. 

"The governors ate showing a reti- 
cence. which is not grasping the 
opportunity," he said. “Wc have asked 
the government to balance This bud- 
get ... Now that they’re doing iL have 
settled on the figure and arc willing to 
lake almost any direction from us, wc 
arc unwilling to give them that direc- 
tion. that’s uncallcd-for timidity.'-’

Burley man recalls America’s pastime in the U.K..

Retired Burley chiropractor Lee Frodsharn honed his baseball 
skills overseas, playing In tho'Lancashlre-Yorkshlre Major 
League in Britain before the outbreak of World War II. -

BURLEY - It may be Americo’s pastime, but 
baseball enjoyed a brief heydey in prc-World 
War II Britain, and Burley resident Lee Frodsharn 
wos in the thick of it. 

With the Loncashirc-Yorkshirc Ma^or._ League, 
“Britain was well on ' its way to beitjg a great 
baseball country," Frodsharn, a retired Burley 
chiropractor, said. 

, Frodsharn played two ycors -of professional 
b’aseboll in Britairi, leading the Rochdale Greys as 
a player/coach to the national championship in 
1938. 

The little known attempt to introducc baseball 
— into-British-culturc-was-booming-shortly-boforo- 
thc bombings of the second World War. Some- 
where b^een nine and 12 teams played profes- 
sional baseball during the, four years of the Lon- 
coshirc-Yorkshire Major League. 

Reputed andxcspcctcd British gambling associ- 
ations attempted successfully to introducc basc- 
boll into the country as a sptfedy alternative to 
cricket, a gome that can last days, Foster games 
translated into more interest and betting oction for 
bookies. 

Players in the British big Icoguc spread the 
. word of baseball through high schools and ele- 
mentary schools throughout the country. The 
strategy was to sink the island nation with base- 
ball equipment. 

“They gave bascbhlls away by the hundred^. 
-They’d furnish bats • genuine Louisville Sluggers 
- to ony kid who wonted one,’’ Frodsharn Mid.

Games in Edinburgh, Scotland, drawing 70,000

But the outbreak of war froze baseball’s 
progress like a 3"^ curvebnil. And after the Allied 
victory, bombed-out Britain had higher priorities 
than learning a new game. 

"Baseball really had a good sum. I thou^t they 
• were on their way. I never could figure put why 
' they didn’t do anything about it after the war,” 
Fn^ham said. 

It was pure American baseball in Britain, al- 
though mostly Canadians from minor league 
‘ clubs in Montreal, Toronto and Edmonton filled 
therosteis. 

Umpires spent six weeks in the Suites learning 
the rules of the game. , " 


"it was exactly like cure - the rules, everything 
- except the umpires wore a green cricket jacket." 

Frodsharn. who was' a baseball standout in 
Brigham City, Uloh, said he went to BritoTn ex- 
pecting to be a star. He and more than a dozen 
other players were on two-year missions for the 
■ Mormon church, ond played baseball for free. 

"li was kind of a shock to me the quality of 
baseball. It wasn't like oiir big leagues by any 
mcaris. but everyone was competitive,’’ Frodsharn 
said. / ■ 

Jack Stover, who eventually wcni on to a solid 
career pitching for the Washington Senators, 
played in the British baseball league. 

Even some British players quickly excelled at 
baseball, despite its remarkable differences from 

-cricket. ^ ' 

There was carryover between the two sports, 
however, particularly among the fans. 

In an exhibition game against the Liverpool 
Caledonians, a British amateur team. Frodsharn, 
wearing o cap identifying' him-fls an all-star, 
stnick out twice against a local lefty. 

After the game, a smirking fan came out and. 
presented Frodsharn with a live riibbit. which in. 
cricket represents a poor hitter. 

"(The fans) liked us. The' people who went to 
baseball games really liked us," Frodsharn said. 

Frodsham's Rochdale Greys played in a soccer 
suidium and packed the stands every game with 
3,000 fans. 

. “Wc had all kinds of support. Little kids would 
come up.to us on the streets and talk trf us." Mid 
Frodsharn, who will turn 78 this month. 

The Greys endeared themselves to the indusui- 
al city of 50,000 people with politeness on the 
field and fun on the sidelines. 

Before every game, the Greys gathcred oround 
home plate facing the stands and sang a team 
tunc. Rarely would they get through the song in 
key, Frodsharn Mid, and the crowd would laugh 
them back into the dugout. 

Shortly after the Greys lost the 1939 British 
bos'cbSl national championship to Stover and a 
team from Halifax, war was declared on Ger- 
many. All Americans were ordered out of the 
country, so Frodsharn left Rochdale and baseball, 
only to return again in four years. 

This time, he was in a U.S. Army uniform, but 
Frodsharn and baseball were not forgotten. 

“Ppoplc came ouj.of their houses and hugged 
me,” Frodsharn said. "After all they’d been 
through, they remembered me."

HENDERSON, Ky.,(AP) - A 
predawn fire engulfed a bam Monday 
ui Ellis Park race trock. killing as. 
tnun;yBll'26 thoroughbreds. One stable 
'groom was slightly burned trying to 
free horses fropi the flames. 

The cause of the fire was unknown 
land arson investigators were sum- 
moned. 

' Qnc of the best-known horses sta- 
bled at the track was Tejono Run. The 
1995 Kentucky Derby runner-up hod 
[arrived at Ellis Park Friday for turf 
;training, but was stabled in onother 
bam at the track and was not injured. 

The track, which houses about 
1,000 thorou^breds in more than 30 
stables, canceled racing for Tuesday. 
Ellis Park, whose meet ends Labor 
Day, normally is closed Mondays. 

Track officials still had not com- 
piled a complete list of horses killed- 
hours ofter the fire was extinguished. 
;Richard Schnaars, vice president and 
general manager for Ellis Pork, put the 
number of dead at 24 to 26 horses, 
^including two destroyed because of 
•injuries. 


Schnaars said identification of the 
deed horses was taking longer than 
expected and probably would not be 
complete until Tuesday.' 

' But two of the dead included Deal 
Yo and Coax For o Kiss, both winners 
Sunday at Ellis Park. Trainer Gporge 
Sanders said Deal Ya died shortly 
after escaping the flames. 

"(She) got out, reared up a few 
times and ran out of the bom on fire, 
then made it up to the track and just 
dropped," Sondere told-Thc Evansville 
(Ind) Press. 

Two horses escaped the burning 
bam without injury, ond two others 
were unaccounted for late Monday 
afternoon, Schnaars said. 

Some horses running loose were 
captured and pul inside other empty 
stells, ond track workers still were try- 
ing to round them up and occount for 
missing horses, Schnanrs said.
